Mr. George W. Remington, who is now 
spending the summer at Santa Catalina, 
and who enjoys the honestly-earned rep­ 
utation of being the best fisherman on 
the beach, was in early life a profes­ 
sional diver. His experiences in search­ 
ing wrecks and working at the bottom of 
the ocean, as told by himself, are inter­ 
esting in the extreme. 
After the terrible gale that visited As- 
pinwall some years ago, he was engaged 
to go down on a vessel that had Bunk in 
the roadstead. 
She lay in some twenty 
fathoms of water, and was loaded with 
rich bullion that had reached there from 
Peru. The bars were worth about $00 
each, and as his contract gave him a very 
large margin of salvage, he stuck by the 
wreck until he had got every stiver out of 
it. One day, while working in the hatch­ 
way, he saw a large fish coming towards 
him , and was ready with a sharp iron 
bar to impale nim. But the fish stopped 
short, gave an earnest and long look at 
the curious looking man in armor, and 
then sneaked away. Next day the fish 
came again. 
He recognized it from a 
long scar on its back. I t again looked 
intently at him , and gradually receded. 
This operation continued for several days, 
when the fish threw off its timidity and 
came close up to the vessel. 
Mr. Rem­ 
ington, seing the same fish return every 
day, 
became 
interested 
in 
its 
movements, and finally was rewarded 
by discovering the reason for its per­ 
sistency* Alongside of the hull a very 
singularly shaped coral protruded up 
about even with the deck of the vessel. 
The coral forked at the top, and each 
prong was very thick and strong. The 
iish w ould push his head between these 
foiks, and then rub and pull with all his 
might. I t was evident that it was suffer­ 
ing, and as near as the diver could make 
out, a great broken hook was fastened in 
its mouth. 
Day after day it would return 
to the coral, paying no attention whatever 
to the m an in armor, and tug away at 
the prongs. At last he noticed, after an 
unusually long spell of tugging at the 
coral, that the object he considered a 
hook had disappeared. 
The fish played 
around for a while and departed. As he 
did not return again, Mr. Remington 
concluded that the surgical operation 
bad been successful. “ W hy," said Mr. 
RemiDgton, “ you have no idea how loae- 
some I felt after that fish ceased his daily 
visits. 1 had got so used to his company 
away down there in th e bottom of the 
octAM that I actually pined for his return. 
We had become, too, first rate com­ 
panions. 
He would sail around me, rub 
against my armor, and sometime run his 
nose right into my gauntlets. 
I tell you 
one can become attached to a fish in the 
depths just as much as one would to a 
fine dog o d dry land." 
“ A singular thing occurred to me once 
in the deep bay of Porto Bello. A Span­ 
ish man-of-war had sunk there during a 
hurricane at the close of the last cen^ 
tury. 
She 
had 
a 
great 
deal 
of 
treasure 
on 
board, 
for 
at 
that 
time all the gold and silver taken from 
the mines of Peril were brought to Pana­ 
ma, carried to Carthagena on mules and 
placed on board of men-of-war for trans- 
jKjrtation to old Spain. 
Well, I traced 
up the whole history of the wreck, got 
charts, as well as I could, of her between 
decks, and found out as near as possible 
the place where she had sunk. The first 
time I went down I searched in every di­ 
rection for the wreck, 
but couldn’t 
find 
a 
trace 
of 
it. 
At 
last 
m et 
an 
old 
m erchant 
in 
Carthagena, who had a diary that had 
been kept by his grandfather. Here was 
the clue I wanted. 
1 found th at it had 
been well kept, and that daily events had 
been elaborately noted by its author. 
Turning to the date of the disaster I found 
a full description of the vessel, and the 
very spot described where she had gone 
down. Armed with this knowledge 1 re­ 
turned to my vessel, and my apparatus 
was 
set 
at 
the 
point 
described. 
W hen 
I reached 
the 
bottom, 
about 
twenty 
fathoms 
of 
water, 
I 
made 
a 
great 
cir­ 
cuit, and at last run upon a projection 
covered with barnacles and coral, but 
which in its general outlines, presented 
the form of a cannon. After pryinar off 
the incrustations I saw what was really a 
ship’s large gun. I now kuew that the 
wreck was not far off. Near where the 
gun lay was a great hummock of coral, 
then I was satisfied that the hull cf the 
ship was under 
this 
hummock. 
I 
worked 
away with my 
crowbar at 
the 
incrustation 
until 
I 
made a 
hole about three feet deep, when the 
iron struck wood, and I knew that I had 
the wreck under me. 
I lay by it for a 
num ber of days, working like a beaver 
to get a large enongh opening through 
the thick crust of coral to enable me to 
get into the hull. 
At last I effected an 
entrance, and with the dim light the hole 
afforded me, I could Bee into the officers’ 
ward-room. Here a ghastly sight almost 
made me swoon. 
Grinning skeletons 
faced me in every direction, and they 
were in every conceivable posture. 
I 
soon, however, recovered my sangfroid 
and started farther aft to find the cap­ 
tain’s cabin. B ut I had gone but a few 
steps when I found myself groping in the 
dark. 
W herever I placed my hand it ran 
against hum an remains. The cabin door 
was immovable. It was so jammed that 
I gave up the job, and returned to the 
surface. 
Next ¿ay I went down with a 
stout rope, and fastening it to the wood­ 
work of the cabin in such a way th at the 
men on the schooner, by hoisting from 
the other end with the capstan, tore 
enough of the partition away to permit 
me to enter. 
B ut it was too dark to 
work there, and I determined to return 
to the coral roofing and break away a 
large enough space to permit me to get 
all the light I wanted. 
But as I started 
to return I found that one of my legs was 
fast. 
W hen the front of the cabin 
had 
been 
torn 
out of 
place 
by 
the m en on the 
surface 
a pile of 
stuff was let loose, and fell over against 
me so as to pin me fast. I didn’t feel 
any pain, but to extricate my leg from 
the place wm an utter impossibility. I 
didn’t dare signal to the men above to 
hoist me because that would have torn 
my armor and sent me to sadden death. 


There was nothing for it but patience 
and energy. I went quietly to work 
with 
my 
crowbar 
and 
pried out 
ono by one 
the 
things th at had 
fallen over upon roe. 
All I dreaded 
was th at my men, becoming impatient 
at my long silence,would start in to haul 
me up. 
It took me perhaps not longer 
than two hours to free myself, but it 
seemed like twenty. 
W hen finally I got 
free, and passed through the grinning 
skeletons to the entraace hole, I signal­ 
led to come up, and never was mortal 
gladder 
to 
reach the upper world 
than 
I 
was. 
To 
my 
amaze 
ment 
I 
found, when I 
got out of 
my armor, that 
the jam m ed leg was 
broken. This laid me up for some time, 
and it was at least six weeks before I was 
enabled to go down on the wreck again. 
I then went systematically at work. 
By 
the hardest labor with the smallest re­ 
sults day by day, I cleared about twenty 
square 
feet of 
the 
coral incrusta­ 
tion, and at last 
got 
a 
fine en­ 
trance into the upper part of 
the 
Torea, 
for 
such 
was 
her 
name. 
1 worked three months in the wreck and 
took out a large amount of treasure 
silver and gold 
bare and 
doub­ 
loons. 
Of course that was a lucky hit, 
and a good season’s work. At first it was 
very repellant, 
for I was constantly 
among skeletons; but a t last I got used 
to my dead friends, and paid no atten­ 
tion to them whatever. 
W hat worried 
me most was the constant apppearnce 
of sharks—great man-eating fellows Buch 
as infest all parts of the Carribean sea. 
I kept a sharp-pointed bar for them , and 
several times had a hand-to-hand en­ 
counter with these monsters. 
W hat I 
most feared was th at the scoundrels 
would bite my air-pipe in two, and I 
was greatly retarded in my work in 
watching them and defending myself 
from their vicious approaches. Y es; I 
made slathers of money th at season; but 
then I earned it."

On Thursday morning a 
H e r a l d reporter was dispatched to in­ 
quire into the affair and leaving the rail­ 
road at Newhall he in company with the 
Messrs. McDuffee proceeded by team 
about twelve miles into the San Francis- 
quito carton. It was nearly tí o’clock 
when the party arrived at the Cora 
Belle Company’s property and there a 
busy scene burst on the view. Working 
around a donkey engine, which supplied 
the motive power for two huge dry 
washers were a number of men and 
mules, and the dust was flying in clouds 
aa it was worked through the fans of the 
gold-holding machines. 
The signal for 
■upper soon came, and then the mana­ 
gers of the concern proceeded to see 
what the day had brought forth. The 
result was simply astounding. From 
fewscraper-fulls of apparently ordinary 
dirt large quantities of the precious metal 
had been taken, the result in one instance 
of three hours’ labor for four men netting 
over |30.

The hill-sides and dales are all 
permeated with the yellow metal, and 
by the dry-washing process it can easily 
be extracted. The Cora Belle Company 
has great plans laid out for the future, 
and it seems impossible for their antici­ 
pations to fall short. A soon as the rest 
of the capital stock is subscribed they 
intend to establish a system of hydraul­ 
ics, and this,

large pulverizer they are having made 
will enable them to turn out $1,000 
worth of gold a day. Mr. Eugene Kiggiu 
is president of the concern, and his name 
is sufficient indication of the solidity of 
the enterprise. Tfce McDuffee Brothers 
have charge of operations in the field, 
a n i are well able to perform their duties, 
as is evidenced by a visit to the camp at 
the present time. For the sceptical who

The complaint was 
filed. It was reported that E. C. Bur­ 
lingame, the contractor, had refused to 
pay for the disposing of

Mr. McNeil was 
ordered to present the bill to Mr. Bur­ 
lingame with the sanction of the Board. 
It was also charged that Mr. Burlingame 
allowed his street cleaners to dump the 
garbage on the lot between Seventh and 
Eighth and Main and Los Angeles, a 
practice of which the neighboring pro­ 
perty owners complained. It was alleged 
that this disposition of the stuff was only 
a temporary one. Mr. Donovan, of the 
street sprinklers, announced that forty- 
three carts were working to their utmost 
capacity, and that two new oneB had 
been ordered. The chief impediment in 
the way of better and more extended 
sprinkling lay in the absence of a suffi­ 
cient number of hydrants. The water 
had in some cases to be hauled a whole 
mile before it was used. A lively dis­ 
cussion followed on the proposition of 
the water company to furnish the city 
with hydrants, Mr. Gibbs maintaining 
that the city should own all the hydrants 
itself. It was finally agreed that the 
Mayor should propose to the Water Com­ 
pany that it furnish the city with as 
many additional hydrants as were neces­ 
sary, and supply the water ten months 
in the year at $2.00 a month. 
The Board having audited a number of 
bills, then adjourned.

A m In te restin g Suit to Be B ro u g h t 
In Court. 
In April, 1887, a man hamed George 
Walters, for whom Walters street was 
named died in this city intestate, and his 
property was turned over to the Public 
Administrator. 
It appears 
now that 
there is to be an interesting case in the 
courts over the possession of the estate 
which Walters left behind him, valued 
mt about $25,000. 
Walters came to Los 
Angeles in 1844, and during the early 
times his companions supposed him to be 
a bachelor. 
It was also hinted that he 
was living under an assumed name and 
that he came of a very good family of 
New Orleans. As time passed on, how­ 
ever, there was nothing that transpired 
which led to the confirmation of this be­ 
lief, and Walters made himself quite pop­ 
ular with the rest of the Americans then 
resident here. 
He joined the Wilson 
rangers in 1852 and accompanied them 
en their trip after the Indians who were 
■aid to have stolen Don Benito Wilson’s 
horses. 
History states that Wilson was 
an Indian agent here and was eaid to be 
extremely friendly to the red men. He 
was never more surprised in his life, nor 
were his friends, than when the Indians 
made a sudden raid and carried off his 
* animals, leaving all the rest in the coun­ 
try severely alone. 
The Wilson rangers 
were then formed for the purpose of pun­ 
ishing the Indians, but the trip in their 
wake amounted to nothing and they 
came back without either the animals or 
the Indians. Walters was a member of

rangers, 
but

relationship between the 
people 
on 
this 
excursion 
he 
related nothing which gave a clue aa to 
his former residence or his right name. 
Before his death he appeared to take 
great interest in a boy now 1G years old 
and a girl of 12, who it was stated were 
his illegitimate children. The mother 
of these children, a Mexican woman, it 
ia alleged is now about to commence 
aoit in the Superior Court, alleging that 
she was his housekeeper and that he 
married her and that the children were 
legitimate.

Com bines. 
In his message to Congress on the 6th 
of December last President Cleveland 
directed a bolt, sent with the force of an 
aigumentative catapult, against the twin 
evils of the day, the excessive war tariff, 
the creator of the unmanageable surplus 
in the National Treasury, and the “ com­ 
bines.” His blow was directed with un­ 
erring sagacity. 
The way these two 
evils depend on each other is capitally 
depicted in an article which we repro­ 
duce below from the New York Times of 
August 4th, which forms most instructive 
reading: 
“ A manufacturer of jute bagging told a 
Times reporter on the 30th ult. that the 
price of bagging was then 10% cents a 
yard. The price was quoted in March 
and May last by the Boston Commercial- 
Bulletin at 6% cents. The same paper 
said, on June 23d, in an article about 
this kind of bagging: ‘The price now 
rules at 7% cents.’ 
There seems to 
have been a sharp advance of more than 
sixty per cent, since May, and more 
than forty per cent, since the last week 
in June. It has been reported that this 
advance was due to the formation of a 
Pool or Trust by manufacturers. Jute 
bagging is used as a covering for baled 
cotton, and the annual consumption is 
said to be from 40,000,000 to 50,000,000 
yards. The Boston Commercial Bulletin 
declared on June 23rd, that no Trust or 
combination had been made, and ex 
plained that the peculiar condition of the 
market had been erroneously regarded as 
evidence that the combination of three 
years ago had been revived, and would 
assume the form of a Trust’ as soon as 
the Mills bill should be disposed of, and 
the possibility of foreign competition re­ 
moved.’ Nearly three weeks later, on 
July 11, the Tribune of this city said: 
“ The m anufacturers and dealers in cotton 
bagging have form ed a com bination for the 
purpose of controlling th e m arket and p u ttin g 
up tb e prices. 
A lthough th e association is not 
exactly iu th e nature of a T rust, it w ill in all 
probability have m uch the sam e effect th a t the 
sugar ‘com bine’ has am ong th e refiners.” 
“ It was also stated that manufacturers 
and dealers were refusing to sell any 
large quantities of bagging ‘until they 
cau regulate 
the prices,’ and 
that 
there was 
great 
uneasiness 
among 
the cotton men of the South. 
On July 
16th the Tribune published an inter­ 
view with ‘a prominent cotton bag­ 
ging manufacturer,’ who said that the 
manufacturers had made ‘do Trust, or 
pool or 
combine,’ but only a ‘simple 
agreement.’ They had been alarmed by 
threatened changes in the tariff and had 
'decided to limit their production and 
sell it for all it would bring.’ On the 
29th ult. George Taylor, a prominent 
cotton factor of St. Louis, asserted that a 
Pool or Trust had been made and that 
the price of bagging had been advanced 
from 7 to 11 cents a yard. He also said 
that when he sought to buy in the East 
be was advised to make his purchases in 
St. Louis, and that the manufacturers in 
that city, who found out that he had been 
trying to trade away from home, refused 
to fill his order. 
“ Speaking with reference to these 
assertions Mr. Appleton Sturgis, the 
owner of large mills in Brooklyn, told a 
Times reporter on the 30th ult. that no 
Trnst or Pool had been made, and said 
that, as he understood it, Taylor, who 
was a jobber, had had tronble with the 
St. Louis manufacturers. The manufac­ 
turers here, he said, were not selling to 
brokers this year, and Taylor might have 
applied through a broker. The rise in 
price to 10% cents, he added, had been 
caused ‘by the law of supply and de­ 
mand.’ Later reports from 'St.Louisshow 
thpt an impression still prevails there 
that a ‘combine’ has 
been formed. 
Our dispatches of the 1st iart. from that 
city stated that the Ludlow Bagging 
Company of Boston was ‘the only con­ 
cern of any magnitude running inde­ 


pendently,’ and that nearly all its out­ 
put, said to be 6,000,000 yards, had 
already been placed at about 7 cents.’ 
The same dispatches said: ‘The price 
fixed by the Combine is 11% cents, or 
an*additional clear profit of 4% cents. 
There is no scarcity of raw material to 
justify the increase, but the cotton-pro- 
lucing section seems to be at the mercy 
of the 
Combine. 
These 
reports, 
together with the statement of the Trib­ 
une's unnamed manufacturer and the 
fact that some of the mills are closed, 
suggest that 
prices may have been 
affected by the ‘agreement to limit pro­ 
duction.’ 
There is now—according to the offi 
cial reports of last year—a duty of nearly 
20 per cent, on the raw material, jute 
butts, all of which is imported, and the 
duty on jute is 20 per cent. The duty 
on the bagiring itself is 1% cents a pound, 
or more than 54 per cent. This duty 
has been almost prohibitive, the value of 
cotton bagging imported last year having 
been only $2G,727. The Mills bill pro­ 
poses to cut off the duty of 20 per cent, 
on raw material and the duty of 35 to 40 
per cent, on the machinery used, (which 
the Commercial Bulletin says, is made in 
England,) and to reduce the duty on the 
bagging used for cotton from 1% cents to 
of a cent a ponnd. The removal of 
the duty on raw material would permit 
and call for a considerable reduction ol 
the duty on the finished goods.” 
This is a very clear exposition of the 
way the tariff is used to corner the neces­ 
sities of the people. Our New York con­ 
temporary goes on to show the extent to 
which the farmers on the Pacific Coast 
are made to suffer from this iniquitous 
interdependence of the 
unscrupulous 
speculator with the conscienceless legis­ 
lator. 
The matter is thus presented: 
“Jute bags are used for wheat on the 
Pacific Coast. Millions of them are re­ 
quired, and it was stated in May last 
that a ring had been formed in San Fran­ 
cisco to put up the price. 
The Tribune 
of April 22d said : 
"D ealers estim ate th at 
35.000,000 grain 
hags will be needed for this season's C alifornia 
wheat crop. The C alifornia jute m ill and Sau 
Q uentin prison factory can tu rn out only about 
3,000,000 bags, so th at the rem ainder come 
from Calcutta.” 
“The duty is 40 per cent. The Ways 
and Means Committee and a majority of 
the House are of the opinion that the 
farmers of the Pacific slope ought not to 
pay this tax any longer, and in the Mills 
bill ‘bags of jute for grain’ are on the 
free list. But at the same time, the duty 
of 20 per cent, on jute, the raw material, 
ie removed.” 
Of course all the avaricious people who 
are engaged in these infamous conspira­ 
cies against the public are standing 
around denouncing the Mills bill, and 
affecting great concern for the interests 
of the American workingman. There is 
about as much sympathy in the whole 
crowd for the welfare of the American 
wage-earner as there is blood in a turnip 
of the rnta-baga variety. Their whole 
aim and object is to have the American 
people handed over to them, to be de­ 
spoiled at their own sweet will. The 
California grain grower at least ought to 
be able to see through such shallow pre­ 
tense. 


T h e “Coy Voter” w h o asked two 
questions of the Times yesterday, inti­ 
mating that the answer may determine 
his vote, does not receive much consola­ 
tion. The first question is not of special 
interest, but to the second the following 
answer is returned: 
The second extract states that during 
the Indiana Kenatorial contest of 1886-7, 
upon the nomination of General Har­ 
rison, a district assembly of Knights ot 
Labor adopted resolutions 
requesting 
friends of labor in Indiana to vote arid 
work against him. To this we have only 
to remark that the fact that a set of men 
opposed General H arrison two years ago 
should constitute no reason why our cor­ 
respondent should not vote for him, pro­ 
vided he is satisfied in his own mind 
that the principles whish General Har­ 
rison represents are correct and such as 
our inquiring friend would desire to see 
enforced. 
If our young correspondent 
abstains from voting for a man.becauee 
that man has been attacked by some­ 
body, it is very palpably evident that his 
maiden vote will never be cast. 
Let 
him brace up and vole for Harrison, un­ 
less he is sure some other candidate is 
bettor stuff. 
It is quite likely that this “ Coy Voter’ 
will brace himself and put in a solid bal 
lot for Cleveland and Thurman, the 
friends of the wage-earners. The ques­ 
tions were ba9ed on two slips cut from 
the H e r a l d and enclosed to the Times.

I t is nothing new to fiad our esteemed 
contemporary, the Times, indulging in 
gross misrepresentation of men 
and 
things. In a fanatic endeavor to find 
something in the Democratic primaries 
to rival the gross ruffianism of the God 
and Morality primaries, at which ballot 
boxes weie smashed and their contents 
thrown into the street, tbe Times, in its 
issue of yesterday, got up a cock and boll 
story about Theodore Bauer and Billy 
Manning having gone down to the sec­ 
ond precinct of the First Ward to get up 
a bulldozing performance in the Interest 
of Thomas J. Cuddy for Sheriff. 
It was 
an invention out of whole cloth.

We have his own

A considerable por­ 
tion of the space of the other journals of 
Los Angeles is devoted to rectifying the 
roorbacks stated by the Times. 
In this 
case the attempt is made to besmirch the 
Democratic party, which covered itself 
with honor by the high degree of order 
and propriety which characterized every 
stage of the primaries held on Thursday.

offers to all its citizens the highest at­ 
tainment of social and political distinc­ 
tion, its workingmen cannot justly or 
safely be considered as irrevocably con­ 
signed to the limits of a class and entitled 
to no attention and allowed no protest 
against neglect. 
The laboring man, bearing in his hand 
an indispensable contribution to our 
growth and progress, may well insist, 
with manly courage and as a right, upon 
the same recognition from those who 
make our laws as is accorded to any 
other citizen having a valuable interest 
in charge; and his reasonable demands 
should be met in such a spirit of appre­ 
ciation and fairness as to induce a con­ 
tented and patriotic co-operation in the 
ashievement of a grand national destiny. 
The present condition of the relations 
between labor and capital is far from 
satisfactory. The discontent of the em­ 
ployed is due in a large degree to the 
grasping and heedless exactions of em­ 
ployers, and the alleged discrimination 
in favor of capital as an object of govern­ 
mental attention.

Blaine and Carlisle to Meet 
on the Stump. 


PROPOSED JOIST TARIFF DEBATE 


Bill to R etire General Stoneman. 
Naval Cadets Rebuked. 
Congress.

W a s h i n g t o n , August 1 7 .— The Star 
this evening says a proposition is under 
consideration by the Democratic cam 
paign managers to arrange for a joint 
discussion of the tariff question by Carl 
isle and Blaine, in twelve of the princi­ 
pal cities of the Union, to be named by 
Blaine and the Speaker. 
A bill to authorize the President to ap­ 
point Georgo Stoneman, of California, 
formerly Major-General of Volunteers 
and Colonel of Infantry, on the retired 
list of the Army, was to-day introduced 
in the Senate by Stewart. 
A post office has been established at 
Hyde Park, Los Angeles county, Califor­ 
nia, with Eugene Tarrey postmaster. 
Secretary Whitney has ordered Ad­ 
miral Luce, commanding the South 
Atlantic squadron, to proceed in the 
Galena to Port-au-Prince, as the presence 
of an American man-of-war is needed 
there on account of the state of martial 
law which exists. 
Secretary Bayard, in an interview with 
a Post reporter to-night, in regard to the 
Fisheries treaty now pending before the 
Senate, said: “I have no knowledge, 
and never had any knowledge, of any 
intention on the part of the President to 
withdraw the treaty.” The Secretary said 
rejection of the treaty will not necessar­ 
ily terminate the modus vivendi which 
has been iu force the last two years. He 
supposes, however, it would be within 
the right of Canada to withdraw it, since 
the proposition came from their side. As 
to the fuither policy of the Government 
the Secretary had nothing to say. The 
Republican Senators, he said, have put 
themselves against every possible treaty. 
The Retaliation act is still a law, said 
Bayard, and may be practically applied 
by the President at any time. 
THE PRESIDENT ON HAZING. 
In the cases of the naval cadets recent­ 
ly tried by court-martial at AnnapoliB 
for hazing and sentenced to dismissal, 
the President has commuted the sentence 
to confinement for thirty days and de­ 
privation of half-annual leave. 
The 
President says: The offence for which 
the accused are convicted, is an unman­ 
ly and cowardly one, which for all reu- 
sons deserves the severest condemnation. 
It has been exceedingly difficult forme to 
consider the applications for clemency 
which have been addressed me by friends 
of the parties under conviction, but I am 
led to hope if leniency is shown these 
cases, the punishment which the offend­ 
ers will still sutler, though less than dis­ 
missal, will 8ufliee[for their ¿correction 
and serve as a warning to their fellow ca­ 
dets. I desire it distinctly understood 
that clemency shown in these cases is not 
to bo considered a precedent for fu­ 
ture executive interference, and that 
severest sentences recommended upon 
future convictions, will be executed.

Y o r k , August 1 7 .—The Exec­ 
utive Committee of the Republican Na­ 
tional Committee met to-day to adjust

S. Brady and others, from the Mahone 
faction some time ago. 
After deliberat­ 
ing nearly two hours the Committee de­ 
cided that the proposal made by the Re­ 
publican Committee of Virginia, presided 
over by General Mahone, to submit the 
question of elections in the six contested 
districts of Virginia, to district conven­ 
tions to be convened for nominating 
Congressmen, ought to be accepted by 
that wing of the Republican party pre­ 
sided over by Colonel Houston, but the 
Co.'umittee held that iu the interest of 
harmony, the persons calling the meet­ 
ings to order should not designate the 
temporan chairman, but that the selec­ 
tion of said chairman should be left en­ 
tirely to the meetings and conventions 
themselves.

He thought the 
Castle Garden officials should be em­ 
powered to look after the intentions of 
emigrants brought over under contract, 
and proper appropriations should be 
made. The head tax, too, should be in­ 
creased. As a practicable scheme to 
keep criminals from landing all foreign­ 
ers should be required to give three 
months notice of intention to come to 
this country. 
Walter McIntosh, Secretary of the 
United States Watchmakers’ Association, 
testified to several (ases of importation 
from Switzerland of men under contract 
to work in the watch case factory of the 
Waltham Watch Company. Englishmen 
were also brought over. This had a 
tendency to drive American mechanics 
into other avocations.

The Thingvalla Arrives at 
Halifax. 


CAPTAIN 
LAUB’S 
8TOKY. 


Narrow Escape From Davy Jones’ 
lo ck er — Cargo Jettisoned. 
Eastern Echoes.

H a lifa x , August 17.—The Thingvalla 
was sighted this morning com ing up the 
harbor at 8 :30. 
She reached the pier 
three hours after being Biglited. The 
vessel presents a strange spectacle, with 
nearly her wholo bow torn aw ay, leaving 
an immense hole exposed to view. 
A 
long piece of the bow hangs over the hole 
which reaches back into the tides of the 
ship over fifteen feet. 
The projecting 
piece hangs over the water like an out­ 
stretched arm , and shows w here the 
powerful 
iron * plates 
were 
broken 
through and snapped off as if card 
board. 
Wonder is expressed 
that 
she ever reached port. The disabled 
vessel will discharge her cargo and go 
on the slip to he repaired. 
She will he 
here probably two months. After repair­ 
ing she is to be reloaded and will pro­ 
ceed for New York. 
Captain Lau 5 has enforced silence 
upon his se amen as to the disaster, but 
has himself prepared a statem ent of the 
details of the collision as he knows and 
saw it. 
H is story is much the same as 
those told by other seamen yeBteiday. 
THE CAPTAIN’S STORY. 
The scene as the Thingvalla backed 
away from the Geiser was a frightful 
one. 
I can but attem pt to describe it. 
Some of her passengers were rushing 
madly about her deck, while others were 
crowded in several small boats in the 
water. 1 believe m any passengers must 
have been killed in their bunks by the 
force of the collision and never knew 
w hat happened. As the steam er plunged 
beneath the water carrying down those 
on 
board, she 
capsized th e 
boats 
th at had got away. 
The air was 
rent with agonizing shrieks and pravers. 
Most of the people probably w ent down 
w ith the Geiser. They were followed 
soon after by the ill-fated souls in the 
boats who must have been sucked under 
as the ship sank. The cries of the dying 
are still ringing in my ears. 
Three of 
our boats were already launched and 
trying to save as many as they could 
from the doomed Geiser, but it was slow 
work. Comparatively few managed to 
keep afloat after the steam er’s disappear­ 
ance. Threo boats was all I could get 
out in tim e; we had moie but I didn’t 
know but w hat we m ight w ant the re­ 
maining ones for ourselves. The two 
vessels were 
not more than 100 or 
150 apart when the Geiser w ent down. 
The screams of the drowning lasted per­ 
haps two minutes, and then suddenly all 
became quiet. Our three boats returned 
loaded with the saved who had been 
picked up. I sent them back to continue 
the search for the survivors, but they re­ 
turned with only the corpse of a woman. 
We provided the survivors with dry 
clothes and hot coffee and wine, and 
m a'ie them as comfortable as possible. 
Day was just beginning to break when 
the collision occurred. It was raining, 
the second officer told me, just before. 
I t was not foggy. In ray opinion nearly 
all the people on the G eiser’s deck and 
boats sank with the steamer. 
Every­ 
thing we could possibly do to save them 
was done. 
JETTISONING THE CARGO. 
After the GeiEer disappeared we began 
lightening our cargo to keep the Thing­ 
valla afloat. Crew and passengers worked 
side by side throwing overboard what 
was brought up from the hold. W hat 
was jettisoned consisted solely of wood- 
pulp and provisions. There was not much 
wind but a heavy sea. 
Between 9 and 
o’clock we reached the forward bulk­ 
head, then stopping throwing the cargo 
overboard we got to work shoring up the 
com partm ent. 
At 9 o’clock the steamer 
Weiland for New York, hove in sight, 
and we transferred all the rescued pas­ 
sengers as well as our own four hundred 
passengers to her. The W eiland pro­ 
ceeded about 3 o’clock in the afternoon, 
leaving us also steering for New York. 
We continued the work of shoring up the 
corn apartm ent, but after aw hile, on ac­ 
count of the wind on and the sea increas­ 
ing, we found it impossible to keep on 
for New York, and decided to head for 
H a’ifax. 
At this tim e it still looked 
very much as if we might sink, and some 
of the crew had refused to work, w anting 
to he transferred to the W eiland before she 
left us. We went as slow as two knots an 
hour and sometimes found that too much. 
W e just had to crawl that way all the 
way iu. 
On W ednesday afternoon a 
fishing vessel have in sight and we bore 
down for her. 
She proved to be the 
schooner Capis, of 
Lehave, Captain 
Cleversy, and I engaged her to stand by 
and accompany the steam er to Halifax, 
so as to be able to help us in case she 
should go down. 
Last night ivas so 
heavy I had to turn the steam er around, 
running stern foremost and steering 
by the schooner who was connected by a 
hawser with the steam ers bow. 
We ran 
against the wind this way all night. We 
did ^ot know on the Thingvalla what 
steamer we struck, until the second offi­ 
cer of the Geiser jumped on our decks. 
W hen I reached the deck after the shock 
the lights on both Bteamerswere burning 
all right, of that I am certain, The Geiser 
had been seen first by our first afficer 
several minutes before the collision. She 
was nearly straight ahead but a little bit 
on the port bow. 
She starboarded to get 
out of the way and we ported, she should 
have ported likewiee. 


WHO IS TO BLAM E? 
From Captain Laub’s statem ent of the 
disaster it would appear that the fault 
lay with those on hoard the Geiser, who 
put her to starboard instead of to port. 
The Geiser’s officer who was on watch at 
the time of the collision was among 
those who perished. 
N e w Y o r k , August 17.—The Danish 
Council has concluded that the investiga­ 
tion into the sinking of the G eiser will be 
held by the courts in Copenhagen, and 
not here, as at first determ ined. The 
estimated cost on the Geiser is $350,000, 
and on the cargo $120,000. 
CORRECTED LIST OF T IIE MIS8ING. 
The corrected list ot the lost is 405. as 
given by Captain M uller, of the Geiser 
The Geisor carried ninety-three passen­ 
gers and a crew of forty-three. Of the 
possengers fourteen were Baved; of the 
crew seventeen. The agents of the line 
throughout the country have been noti­ 
fied to send the lists of tickets sold on 
the Geiser. One and one-half tickets 
were sold in W orcester, Mass., both lost; 
fourteen and one-half in St. Paul, of 
which three were saved; forty-one and 
one-half in Chicago, six saved; one in 
Philadelphia, 
saved. The 
remaining 
tickets, twenty-three, were sold here, 
three saved.

PACIFIC COAST. 
A S a n g u in a r y B a ttle B etw een Ne­ 
gror» a n d W hites. 
N e w O r l e a n s , August 17.—A dispatch 
from New Iberia says: A certain class of 
idle and immoral characters, bein^ or­ 
dered away, many took refuge at I ree- 
town, a village composed entirely of Ne­ 
gro families. 
H ere from five to 
b ix 
hundred of the mentioned men congre­ 
gated and arm ed themselves. Then the 
residents and property owners of this 
section collected and finding a large force 
of armed 
Negroes 
as 
reported, de­ 
manded the surrender of their arms. 
A 
number 
accepted 
these 
terms. 
Thursday morning fifteen arm ed Ne­ 
groes 
took 
possession of 
a colored 
minister’s house, refusing to surrender. 
The whites hearing of this sent a mes­ 
sage with tha command that they lay 
down their weapons within twenty m in­ 
utes. The Negroes again refused. At 
the expiration of the time a volley was 
fired at them , which soon became a gen­ 
eral fusilado, lasting nearly an hour. 
Finally F. K. Smith, a white m an, was 
shot dead. The Negroes became panic- 
stricken and fled. 
W hen the fight was 
over the bodies of eight Negroes were 
found in the house and five others were 
found outside. 
It is rumored that three 
or four more men were killed. 


TH E PARSON RESIHNED'

C l e v e l a n d , O.,August 17.— Some time 
ago Rev. Dr. G<*o. Thos. Dowling, for 
eleven years pastor of the Euclid Avenue 
Baptist Church, one of the largest and 
richest in the city, created an excite­ 
ment among hiB people by publicly in­ 
viting all Christians to partake of the 
communion in his church. 
The Baptist 
papers of the country discussed it at 
length, and all agreed that Dowling was 
no longer a Baptist. 
To-night at a 
prayer-meeting Dowling unexpectedly 
sent in a long lei ter of congratulation, 
announcing that since there was no room 
in the Baptist denomination for an anti­ 
close communist, which he had become, 
he would resign,not only from his church, 
but from the denomination.

T ucson, A. T .t August 17.—General 
Miles and Lieutenant Gatewood have re­ 
turned to Los Angeles and it is generally 
believed the Indian troubles have been 
averted.

He refused to consider 
this and gave them five days to return or 
he would send troops after them .

The Sciential*. 
C l e v e l a n d , August 17.—The attend­ 
ance of visitors at the meeting of the 
American Association for the advance­ 
m ent of science, was larger than ever to­ 
day. Many interesting papers were read, 
among them one prepared by J. C. Hue- 
eton, and read by Commander Taylor, of 
the U. S. N., on the Nicaragua Canal, 
its general features and the results anti­ 
cipated from its construction. "Recent 
Nicaragua Ship Canal Surveys” was the 
subject of a fine paper written by B. E. 
Peary, U. S. N. W. J. Keep, of Detroit, 
read a paper on the influence of aluminum 
upon cast-iron. He proved that alum ­ 
inum caused white iron to turn gray, en­ 
tirely prevented blow holes, increased 
the strength, took away the tendency to 
chill, lessened the thickness of the scales, 
softened the iron and increased its elasti­ 
city. Owing to the rapidly falling price 
of aluminum this research will be of 
great value to iron founders. 
A Siege and Capture. 
D u b lin, August 17.—Eleven persons 
were arrested yesterday in connection 
w ith the eviction of Farm er Somers, 
Coolroe, who offered strenuous resistance. 
Somers had fortified his place with earth­ 
work and trenches.

In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm 
collects behind and above the soft palate, in 
the passage between th e th ro at and bead, ad­ 
hering to th e p arts with glulsh tenacity.
